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ARTICLE!. 

That  this  company  shall  be  designated  tho  "  Quebbo 
Hose  Company",  as  established  by,  and  in  virtue  of  the 
31st  Section  of  a  By-Law  entitled  a  "  By-Law  to  es- 
tablish and  provide  for  the  support  of  a  fire  department, 
and  to  prevent  accidents  by  fire  in  the  City  of  Quebec, 
dated  the  13th  March,  1844",  subject  to  all  Rules  and 
Regulations  that  are  now  in  force  and  hereafter  may  be 
made  affecting  the  said  Company  by  the  said  Council. 

The  said  By-Law,  Rules  and  Regulations  shall 
b6  hereunto  appended  for  the  better  guidance  of  the 
said  Company. 

ARTICLE   2.        i^:^ 

That  the  Officers  of  this  Company  shall  consist  of  a 
Captain,  a  first  and  second  Lieutenant,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Secretary,  and  Eight  Sergeants,

ARTICLE   3.     '^^  "' 


That  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot 
bj^a  majority  of  votes  of  the  members  present  at  such 
meeting.  Whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  all  meetings, 
to  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  moneys  received  as  Fees, 
Fines  and  Premiums,  and  of  all  sums  expended ;  and 
pay  no  bills  except  such  as  are  Sanctioned  by  the  stand- 
ing Committee  and  signed  by  the  Captain  and  Secretary. 
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To  have  his  boofo  and  vouchers  ready  at  all  times  for  the 
inspection  of  the  standing  Committee,  and  to  render  a 
correct  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Company  at  its 
annual  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  in 
each  year. 

ARTICLE  4. 

That  tlie  Secretary  shall  be  oppointed  by  the  Captain 
or  Officer  in  Command,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend 
all  meetings,  call  the  roll,  and  to  record  accurately  the 
proceedings  at  Fires,  Drills,  Parades,  and  meetings  of 
the  Company  in  a  minute  Book  kept  for  that  purpose; 
to  issue  all  summonses  for  stated  or  special  meetings, 
drills,  &c.,  of  the  Company ;  to  keep  an  account  of  all 
moneys,  Fees,  Fines,  and  Premiums,  paid  into  the  trea-» 
surer,  and  to  have  his  Books  and  vouchers  ready,  at  all 
times,  for  the  inspection  of  the  standing  Committee. 

ARTICLE   5. 

Tliat  to  this  Company  two  Buglers  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Captain,  whose  special  duty  it  shall  be,  upon  an 
alarm  of  fire,  to  proceed  without  loss  of  time,  (night  or 
day,)  to  the  residence  of  the  Captain  and  members,  and 
notify  them  to  that  effect,  by  sounding  the  alarm  under 
a  penalty  of  Is.  3d. 

ARTICLE  6. 

That  the  regular  stated  meetings  of  the  Company 
shall  take  place  monthly,  on  the  evening  of  the  first 
Tuesday  in  each  month.  That  the  annual  meeting, 
shall  be  on  the  Second  Tuesday  in  January  of  each  year, 
at  which  meeting,  the  Treasurer  shall  be  elected. 

ARTICLE  7. 

That  The  Captain,  or,  in  his  absence  the  Senior  officer^ 
shall  command  the  whole  when  on  duty,  and  preside  in 
the  chair  at  all  meetings  of  the  Company,  and  enforce 
all  rules  and  regulations  made  for  the  good  government 
a»C  the  same. 
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ARTICLE  8. 

That  the  duty  of  the  Captain  and  other  Commissioned 
officers^  shall  be  to  see  that  all  the  Reels,  Sleighs,  Imple- 
ments, and  other  property  of  the  Company,  are  kept  in 
good  working  order  and  ready  at  all  times  for  inspection, 
&e. ;  To  see  that  each  man  performs  his  proportion  of 
duty,  when  at  fires,  and  to  guide  and  direct  those  under 
their  command,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  Judgement, 

Tliat  the  Captain  shall  have  the  charge  of  all  Banners, 
Flags,  Instruments,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the 
Company. 

ARTICLE  9. 

Tliat  a  standing  Committee  composed  of  the  Captain 
and  other  Commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers, 
Together  with  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be  for- 
med, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  transact  the  financial  and 
other  business  of  the  Company  and  to  investigate  and 
decide  upon  all  differences  that  may  occur  in  the  same, 
the  said  Committee  to  moot  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
every  quarter,  or  more  often  when  summoned  by  the 
Captain. 

ARTICLE  10, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  tlio  Hose  Com- 
pany, upon  the  first  alarm  of  fire  to  repair '  forthwth 
fully  equipped,  if  posible,  to  the  D^p6t  and  thence  con- 
vey the  Reels  &c.  as  expeditiously  as  possible  to  or  near 
the  place  where  the  fire  shall  bo. 

But,  if  on  arival  at  the  d^p6t  it  shall  be  found  that 
the  Reels  &c.  have  already  gone,  they  shall  then  repair 
to  the  fire  forthwith.  Shall  be  punctual  in  their  atten- 
dance at  all  meetings  of  the  Company  and  at  fires,  shall 
obey  strictly  and  with  alacrity  the  orders  of  their  supe- 
rior oflicers,  and  shall  perform,  in  as  oderly  a  manner  as 
possible,  all  such  duty  as  they  may  be  called  upon  to  do 
by  their  oflicers,. 
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ARTICLE  11. 

That  if  any  member  shall  absent  himself  from  any 
drill,  or  from  any  meeting  of  the  Company,  without 
gbod  and  sufficient  cause,  or  shall  wilfully  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  his  duty,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  disorderly 
conduct  or  of  disobedience  to  his  officers  he  shall  for  each 
ofience,  incur  and  pay  a  fine  or  penalty  of  7Jd.  or  such 
other  sum  as  the  Committee  shall  inflict  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  five  shillings,  and  on  refusing  to  pay  such  fine  or 
penalty  when  called  upon  so  to  do,  or  on  repetition  of 
any  of  the  above  enumerated  offences,  shall  be  subject  to 
expulsion, 

AETICLE  12. 

That  the  officers  and  members  of  the  said  Company 
shall  wear  when  on  duty,  such^Caps,  bages  or  insignia 
as  the  said  Company  shall  agree  upon  and  approve. 

ARTICLE  13. 


In  order  to  create  a  fund  to  meet  any  Contingency 
which  may  arise,  all  Fees,  Fines,  Premiums,  and  Con- 
tingent money,  allowed  by  the  Corporation  shall  go  to 
oreate  the  said  fund. 

ARTICLE  U. 

In  the  event  of  the  Company  being  detained  at  a  Fire, 
&c.  such  a  lenght  of  time,  as  to  render,  in  the  opinion  of 
theCaptain  or  officer  inCommand,  refreshments  necessary 
he  shtdl  have  the  power  to  order  a  requisite  and  suitable 
supply ;  said  refreshments  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said  fund. 

ARTICLE  15. 

The  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual 
meeting   may  be  disposed  of  at  that  meeting,   as  the 
members  shall   think  proper  by  a  vote  of  not  less  than . 
three  fourths  of  the  members  present. 
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Eaeh  member  voteing  must  have  been  in  the  Com- 
pany at  least  twelve  months  previous  to  the  said  meet- 
ing, and  no  member  shall  have  a  right  of  vote  who  has 
not  paid  up  all  his  fines  and  penalties. 

That  al!  fines  ^i^ijpeQftlti^^shall  be  paid  at  the  quar- 
terly meetings  of  the  Company  which  quarterly  meetings 
shaU  take  place  on  the  evenings  of  the  first  Tuesday  in 
April,  July,  and  October,  and  the  second  Tuesday  of 
January,  of  each  year.

ARTICLE  !• 
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That  any  member  absenting  himself  from  any  drillj 
Parade,  Boll  call,  after  any  fire,  or  shall  absent  himself 
from  any  business  meeting  of  the  Company,  ci-  shall  re- 
tire from  any  meeting  until  regularly  dismissed  by  the 
Officer  in  command,  or  Tvithout  his  especial  permission, 
without  showing  good  and  sufficient  reason  to  the  stand- 
ing Committee  within  three  days  after  any  such  oc>^ 
currence,  shall  for  each  offence,  pay  a  fine  or  penalty  of 
7^d. ;  and  any  member  absenting  himself  from  any  fire, 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  2s4  6d.  '''-

That  each  member  shall 
provide  himsetf  with  the  requisite  unform  of  the  Com- 
pany within  one  month  from  the  date  of  his  joining  the 
said  Company  under  a  penalty  of  2s.  6d.,  and  for 
every  subsequent  month  he  shall  neglect  Bp  to  do  he 
shall  pay  a  further  sum  of  2s.  6d.
